ANOTHER DECISIVE VICTORY FOR THE GLAD-

ONDON, May 9.—The meager Tory victory 
of Thursday when Mr. Brymer, Conserva- 
tive, defeated Mr. Edgcumbe, Gladstonian, 
by 40 votes in the election for Member of 
Parliament held in the South Dorset Divis- 
fon, the seat being left vacant by the death 
of Lieut.-Col, C. T. J. Hambro, Conservative, 
was followed yesterday by decisive victory 
for the Gladstonians in the South Leicester- 
shire Division. The seat for this division was 
left vacant the same time as the one for 
South Dorset as Mr. Thomas Kay Tapling, 
Conservative, died on the day, April 11, as 
Col, bro, Conservative, who repre- 
sented South Dorset. In the election yester- 
day the returns of which have just been an- 
nounced Mr. Logan, the Gladstone candidate 
defeated Mr. Hardy, the Conservative nom- 
mee by 489 votes as follows: Mr. Logan, 
Gladstonian, 5,982. Mr. Hardy, Conserva- 
tive, 6,493." 

At the last election of the late Mr. Tapling, 
who was the head of the firm of Tapling & 
Co,, well-known wholesale carpet and Man- 
chester warehousemen, polled 5,708 votes, de- 
feating the Gladstone Liberal candidate, Mr. 
James Harris Sanders, by 1,148 votes, Mr. 
Sanders polling anly 4,570. If this Conserva- 
tive majority atthe last election is added on 
to the Liberal majority scored yesterday, it 
will be seen that on the basis of the last elec- 
tion the Liberals have gained 1,627 votes out 
of a total of 10,278 polled during the last elec- 
tion, or outof atotal of 11,475 votes polled 
yesterday.

* © “PLEADING WITH THE POPE. 


THE MEMORIAL PRESENTED BY REPRESENTA- 
TIVES OF EMIGRATION SOOIETIES. 

Rome, May 9.—The memorial recently pre- 
sented to the Pope in the name of all the 
United States Emigration Committees, who 
recently held a Congress at Lucerne, begs the 
protection of the Holy Father for the 600, 
000 to 500,000 Catholics who annually emi- 
grate. The memorial is also signed by a 
representative of Canada and contains 
statistics of a very pessimistic character. 
Leo XIII. accepted the memorial and prom- 
ised to give the matter special attention. 
The reason urged by M. Capensly and his 
fellow memorialists why the Bishops 
should de appointed for America 
to look atter the emigrants from the 
different nationalities, is that the Irish 
bishops in the United States only nominate 
Irish priests, who do not know the languages 
spoken by the imniigrants. The result of this 
is that Oatholic immigrants lose their 
religious faith. The statistics communicated 
tothe Holy See proves these two paints. M. 
Oapensly, before leaving Rome, had several 
long conferences with Cardinal Simeoni and 
Cardinal Rampoli. While endeavoring to 
keep the steps taken secret, he interested 
many influential personages in the success of 
his plan. 

At the Vatican itself no allusion is made to 
the gravity and consequences of this project 
if it were put into force. It is believed that 
the plan was at first elaborated or at least in- 
spired by a group of Catholics in the United 
States.. Some believe the plan would have 
the direst results. It would augment the di- 
vision among the Catholics whom the Pope 
desires so earnestly to unite in concord.

SEQUEL TO THE TRAGEDY RECENTLY 
§NACTED AT HARRODSEURG, KY. 


Jeff Holiday Dies of Poison Given by a 
Hired Assassin-—Story of the Killing of 
Young Calvin Vest in the Presence of 
His Bride—Present Status of the Bar- 
naby Case. 


HARRODsBURG, Ky., May 9.—News has just 
reached here of a diabolical poisoning and 
murder committed in Washington County. It 
is the sequel of a terrible crime committed last 
February ,when Calvin Vest and bride came to 
Harrodsburg, where the groom was killed by 
Jeff Holiday and his two brothers in the sight 
of his young bride. The Holidays escaped for 
a few days, but were arrested and young Jeff 
Holiday is in jail now at Springfleld awaiting 
trial. Sim Matherly is a cousin of Vest and 
a son of Tilford Matherly. Young Matherly 
has been busy collecting evidence against the 
Holidays, but has always pretended a great 
friendship for them. Thursday afternoon 


one of the Vest boys (a brother of Calvin 


Vest) and the Matherlys were together at a 
country dance in Washington when 
they. saw Jeff Holiday, Sr., pass by 
on horseback. The supposition is that Vest 
and Matherly fixed a drugto poison Holiday. 
Young Matherly caught up with Holiday, and 
knowing his weakness, Offered him a drink. 
Holiday accepted and drank a good draught. 
He then rode to a house near dy and had con- 
vulsions, dying in twenty minutes in great 
agony. The supposition runs that Matherly 
was given money to do the deed and get out 
ofthe country. The Coroner of Washington 
County will hold a post-mortem examination 
on the body of Holiday. The dead man leaves 
several sons, who Will willingly give up their 
lives to avenge their father’s death. The 
parties are all residents of Washington 
County, and reside about four miles from the 
Mercer line. Judge Russell says the Killing of 
Holiday is the seventh violent death that has 
grown out of the divorce of a Vest from one of 
the Holiday family.

Miller sat in an easy chair in the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel last night and entertafned his friends 
with a graphic description of the shipwreck 
of the steamer Aguan, on Which he sailed 
from this port for Greytown, Nicaragua, 
March 14.

Few have any idea of the value of the 
canal to this country, said Mr. Miller to a 
reporter, ‘‘but thinking men know that it is 
an absolute necessity. I had a long chat this 
morning with Secretary of the Navy Tracy, 
and he spoke of the necessity of the canal. 
He said to me that in war alone it 
would de of incaiculable value. 
‘In such a state of affairs as exists at present 
between the United States and Chili,’ said 
the Secretary, ‘I could send the West Indies 
squadron into the Pacific Ocean inside of 
forty-eight hours. That, of course, is now 
impossible, and we must virtually sustain 
two navys. If the canal ed in fact, the 
money now spent on the maintenance of the 
Pacific squadron could be expended for the 
benefit of the navy in its entirety, and the 
facility with which either ocean could be 
reached would enable us th save money in 
construction, repairs and equipments.’ 

The canal will positively de finished in 
six years, continued Mr. Muller. It will 
take about $75,000,000 to finish it, and at pres- 
ent we have spent only about $5,000,000. Our 
plans are perfect and we know toa pound 
just how much we must excavate.

CHAS. FORD HANGED 


Last Act of the Allen Park Tragedy at 
Ottawa, IIL, 


WHERE DAVID MOORE OF OMAHA WAS 
DECOYED TO HIS DEATH: 


The Man Who Perpetrated the Deed a 
Product of the Lowest Slums of New 
York, Springing From a Family of 
Thugs and Thieves—Sketcth of His 
Criminal Career. 


OTTAWA, Ill., May 9.—Ohas. Ford, as he is 
known on the records of the law, has suffered 
its extreme penalty for the crime of murder. 
He was hanged in the jail-yard in thiscity 
this morning. The trap was sprung at 10:11 
o’clock, and the work of the Sheriff was com- 
plete. For very shrewd reasons he, during 
life, concealed his real name and nativity. 
He pretended to be of Irish antecedents, when 
in fact both his parents were German and his 
realname was Wm. Rudolph. The motive 
for this deception was based on the circum- 
stances that the. Irish-American element is 
unusually strong in the population ofthis 
county and that a number of the officials 
whom he encountered were of that extrac- 
tion. ' 

With this knowledge he hugged the delusion 

that by assuming to be Irish he would have 

an unconquerable pull, and thereby es- 
cape punishment. Last evening a dramatic 
incident occurred in the jail office. 
Rudolph’s wife of a fortnight, Kate Weenock, 
alias Ford, was at the condemned man’s 
request {brought into his presence. She 
had but a few moments previous pleaded 
guilty in court to complicity in Moore’s mur- 
der and been sentenced to imprisonment at 
hard labor for fourteen years. The 
the two companions in 

brief conjugal union had 

brought them only prison bars, was 
one genuinely affecting. Their fate so close 
at hand seemed to draw to the surface in both 
some redeeming qualities of human nature. 
For twenty minutes the pair wept and talked 
together and were then separated forever. 
During this interview the depraved wretch 
displayed the only sign of emotion which he 
has exhibited, though for weeks he has been 
absolutely without hope since theGovernor re- 
fused clemency and his attorneys abandoned 
him, publicly announcing a belief in his guilt. 

RECEIVED INTO THE CHURCH. 

Rudolph was baptized into the Catholic. 
faith by Dean Keating of St. Columbo’s 
Church last night. ‘‘Rudolph reminds me 
strongly, said Father Keating afterward, 
ot one of the characters in Victor Hugo’s 
‘Les Miserables. He was actually sur- 
prised that anyone should do him a kindness. 
Everyone’s hand has always been against 
him and his against everyone. I pitied the 
boy, and I must ‘say that in all my twenty- 
one years as a priest I never administered 
sacrament toa person who showed deeper 
religious feelings. By his wish I christened 
him Wm. Amelia Rudolph, Amelia being the. 
name of his mother, of whom he ed to 
know little, but spoke reverently yet.“ 

Until nearly midnight Rudolph paced slowly 
back and forward in his lonely cell with eyes 
closed, asifina dream. At one time when 
the silence in the jail made suspense of wait- 
ing past human endurance, he resorted to an 
extra method of relieving his tension. This 
was to stop his monotonous walk, and delib- 
erately dance a jig before the astonished eyes 
of the death watch. Soamazed was that in- 
dividual that Rudolph actually broke into a 
hearty laugh, but witha sudden revulsion of 
feeling stopped dancing with the remark, 
It is too bad, isn’t it, for a young feller like 
me to have to die?’’ 

This mornin gfound Rudolph or Ford dis- 
playing the same wonderful nerve that has 
characterized him from the beginning. 
Father Keating was with him at sunrise and 
remained by his side, crucifixin hand, until 
the last moment on the gallows. 

Rudolph’s avowed ambition was to beat the 
record for gameness on the scaffold, and he 
did it beyond doubt, the most extraordi- 
nary feature coupled with the utter absence 
of any show of fear on his part being his total 
abstention from the display of the slightest 
trace of bravado. Death was apparently 
painless and the loss of consciousness instant 
though the man’s neck was not broken. 

THE CRIME AND TRIAL. 

On Tuesday morning, June 24, 1890, the body 
of David Moore of Omaha was discovered in 
Allen Park, near the banks of the Illinois 
river. The murdered man had been beaten 
to death with a car coupling pin, no less than 
seven ghastly wounds being found upon his 
head and face, each of which had crushed 
the skull. For several feet around his body 
the grass was discolored with blood stains 
and evidences of a*terrific struggle shown in 
the torn up sod and ground; The instrument 
of death, which lay but a few feet away from 
the body, and a woman’s pocketbook served 
as the only clues to the crime,

It was the day of the Republican state Con-

David Moore of Omaha wasa traveling lum- 
ber salesman in the employ of the T. B. Scott 
Lumber Co., of Merrill, Wis.,a man of good 
character and habits. He had been decoyed 
to Allen Park by Kate Ford, and there, with- 
in 600 feet ofan electric light and less than 
that distance of the Boat Club Hall, where a 
dance was in progress atthe hour the crime 
was committed, and within 100 feet of a cot- 
tage where were seated around the doorstep 
a family of five, he was battered to death. 
The trial developed the crime to have beena 
conspiracy concocted by Ford for the purpose 
ofrobbery or blackmail. He employed his 
wife—whom he had married from the pave- 
ment a few weeks previous—for the decoy and 
O’Brien was his accomplice. The day 
before the murder Ford and his 
wife quarreled and in the fear 
that she would not keep the 
date with Moore, Ford engaged a simple 
minded woman of the town named Minnie 
Winterling to entrap Moore. But Mrs. Ford 
repented ,consequently the four were present. 
Neither Ford nor O’Brien confessed the crime 
and the dead man’s watch and jewelry which 
were taken from his body have never been 
found. Ford’s father was hung at Sing Sing, 
his mother’s brother is doing time at the 
same prison for train wrecking. His sister 
keeps a notorious house in Toronto and his 
mother was driven from West Thirty-eighth 
street New York, where she kept a theives’ 


paradise in the seventies. She was also 
chased out of Chicago and her second hus- 
band, also named Ford, is in the Indiana 


State Penitentiary. Charles Ford had also 


served a term in the Joliet Penitentiary and 
two terms in the New York Reform School. 
He was born in the slums of New York and 
had been a tramp since his boyhood days.

WILL CONGRESS ACT 


New Orleans Grand-Jury Report a 


The New 
5 National Question. 


SENATOR CULLOM FAVORS CONGRESS& 
IONAL INVESTIGATION. 


The Conclusions Reached a Disgrace to the 
Country—A Mob’s Work Must Not Be 
Upheld’ by Official Bodies Consul 
Cortes in Trouble—Blaine’s Last Letter 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 9.—It is not im- 
probable that the New Orleans lynching and 
the failure of the Grand-jury to indict the 
leaders of the mob will form the subject of 


investigation by Congress next winter. 
There igastrong belief that in view of the 
utter failure of our Government to give the 
necessary assurance to the nations of the 
world that our treaty obligations will be met 
in good faith, and in view of the fact that the 
Government of Louisiana has confessed its 
unwillingness to bring the offenders to jus- 
tice, something should be done by Congress. 
No one seems to know just what Congress 
can do, but probably the first thing will bean 
investi by a special committee and a 
long de on the report. 

Senator Cullom is among those public men 
who believe the report of the New Orleans 
Grand-jury a disgrace to our civilization. ‘‘I 
don’t remember having read a document. 
he said to- „ g full of humiliation to the 

cit! of this country The Grand- 
says it cannot bring indictments against 
the men who marched to the jailand shot 
down the Italians because there were so 
many of them, and sets up the clamor of the 
public as justification for that which every 
one knows was a crime against law and good 
order. How puerile this is every one must 
know who knows that the names ofthe ring- 
leaders ofthat mob are common property. 
It would be as easy to indict them as any 
other offenders. They are known and can be 
reached by the officers: of the law 
at a moment's notice. Ihave no sympathy 
with the Mafia nor with any other secret or- 
ganization having murder as one of its meth- 
ods of obtaining power or profit. But there 
can be no justification for such a miscarriage 
of justice as that in New Orleans, and for the 
protection of the good name of the Republic 
something should be done. I am not in favor 
of giving to foreigners resident here any 
more protection than is accorded ourown 
citizens and I would be no more eager to pun- 
ish the ringleaders of that mob because they 
shot down men who came under the provi- 
sions of atreaty with a foreign power. In 
the first place, we ought to show that we are 
willing and able to protect citizens as well as 
| and punish all offenders against 
the law. Throughout the nations of the 
world this Grand-jury report will excite con- 
tempt andamazement and something should 
be done, t it is possible to do anything to 
counteract it.’’

Fund—A Mass Meeting of Carpenters to 
Be Held To-Morrow—The Painters and 
Tin Workers Weakening — House- 
Smiths Still Firm. 


The secret session of the striking carpen- 
ters and joiners at Central Turner Hall this 
morning was well attended, there being 
some 20 to 900 in attendance. W. H. Kliver, 
President of the National Brotherhood, with 
headquarters in Chicago, was in attendance, 
having stopped over on his way 
back home from Milwaukee, Where the 


carpenters are making a fight foranreight | 


hour day, Mr.Kliver was in the council room 
for some time this morning, and as soon as 
hej emerged he was seen by a Post-DisPatcu 
reporter and interviewed as to the objects of 
bis St. Louis visit. 

Jam merely stopping over in St. Louis, 
said he, and have not received very much 
news concerning the situation here at pres- 
ent, but from what I am told there is every 
prospect that a victory is practically won. 
The idea that the men have 
not got sufficient money to hold out 
is all nonsense, as they have the Brother- 
hood of Carpenter's and Jotmers of America 
back of them in case they need aid. The car- 
penters of St. Louis received a good driljing 
two years ago and a better natured and moro 
hopeful lot of strikers than are here this 
morning it would be hard tofind. There is 
no especial significance to my visit to this 
city, farther than that I destre to look into 
the situution here and give the men some 
encouragement, just as I have 
been doing elsewhere. From what 
I have seen of the men and managers of this 
strike Tam well satisfied that it will be con- 
ducted upon purely business principles. If 
the men will only rematn firm they will win 
in the end, there is no doubt. 

The Carpenters’ Counetſ at this morning’s 
meeting appropriated money from their 
treasury to pay the men who have been idle 
Guring the week. The amount footed up 
nearly $1,800, which shows an average of 300 
men out each day who have reported at 
headquarters. Henry Blackmore, in speak 
ing of thestrike fund, said: {'There is no 
danger of those who rematn out not receiving 
their recular weekly allowance, even though 
the strike lasts all summer. True, some of 
the men whoare out are discontented, be- 
cause this ie their best season for work, but 
the kickers who have been talking about a 
shortage of money do not know what they 
are talking about and are firmer friends to 
the Wullders than to themselves. We 
have sufficient money for all present 
needs, and with nearly two thousand 
men working those out can be easily sup- 
ported. The report that this strike is a 
failure evidently emanated fromthe bosses, 
as it Is well known that they are talking of an 
attempt to repeat their tactics of 1686. I will 
say right now that there is enough money in 
our treasury at this moment to carry on an 
extensive contracting business, and it would 
be nothing strange should we undertake such 
a scheme. 

A mammoth mass-meeting of carpenters 
will be held at Central Turner Hall at 2 
o clock to-morrow afternoon, President Kun 
ver to address the meeting. Every carpenter 
will be notified through the want columns of 
the newspapers to attend, and the affair 
promises to be second only to the oneon Fri- 
day, May 1. The object, the men claim, is 
merely to encourage the strikers, some of 
whom have of late been desiring to go back 
to work. Mr. Kliver will probably remain in 
the city several days. 

BUILDERS TO MEET. 

Late this afternoon Austin EK. Cook, President 
ofthe Master Builders’ Association, issued 
a call for a special meeting of that body next 
Tuesday, the exact object of which is un- 
known, but an order fora general lockout is 
feared. In speaking of the call, a member of 
the association said: 

**The strikers have men at their head who 
seem determined to fight only certain con- 
tractors, some of Whom have had their men 
called off, even though they were paying the 
40 cents. This will be the principal subject on 
which action will be taken, as this discrimi- 
nation is going a little too far. 


Mass Meeting of Painters. 

The painters did not meet this morning, but 
will do so this afternoon. A mass meeting of 
all the painters in the city is called to take 
place at Central Turner Hall to-morrow 
morning at #0 o’clock. Invitation is extended 
to all painters, union or non-union, to attend 

the meeting, which will be open to the pub- 
lic, as have been all the proceedings of the 
painters since the beginningof the strike. 
Mr. W. H. Kitver,President of the National 
Brotherhood of Carpenters, will, it is thought, 
consent to address the assemblage, which 
will be attended by architectural iron work 
ers. President Charles Miller when seen ad- 
mitted thatthe painters could not win the 
strike, according tothe present mode of pro- 
ceedure,andW.H. De Vaux, ex-President, 
went sofarasto say that the strike will to- 
morrow be again declared. general, or else 
the men will give up the fight. 

»The great trouble we nnd,“ said Mr. De 
Vaux, is that there is a set of men who will 
go to work for 80 cents an hour and declare 
they are receiving W cents. These fellows 
are taking the places of the men who are out 
im good faith, and some action must be taken. 
Yes,’’ said hein answer to a question, ‘‘a 
large number of painters have come to St. 
Louis since the commencement of the 
trouble, but they are either incompetent 
men or they are not in sufficient numbers to 
do us any greatinjury during this trouble.

Weapon for Murder. 


‘THE END OF A QUARREL BETWEEN NE’ 


GRO ROUSTABOUTS. 


Stake by a Probably 


A cold-blooded and brutal assault, which 
will probably have a fatal termination, oc- 
curred at the Levee and Washington avenue 
at 100’clock this morning, with two negro 
roustabouts as the principalactors. Dave 
Hart deliberately crept up behind George 
Jones and crished in his skull with 


a huge granite paving biock. Jones 
isnow at the City Hospital with*a badly 
fractured skull, and the physicians entertain 
little hope of his recovery, While Hart is be- 
hind the bars of the Central District Sta- 
tion. 

As stated, both men are colored roust- 
abouts, and yesterday they were employed 


at the foot of Washington avenue. They 
were working as partners and quar- 
réled, one accusing the other of not 
doing hfs share of the work. Hot words were 
exchanged and Jones struck Hart over the 
head with a wagon spoke, cutting ascaip 
wound six inches long. Hart vowed ven- 
gence and this morning he was down on the 
levee waiting for his assailant to putinan 
appearance, Jones came end Hart, awaiting 
his opportunity, picked up a huge 
granite paving stone and  siipped up 
behind the unsuspecting roustabout. 
Raising the stone above Jones’ 
head Hart brought it down 
with all the force of which he was capable on 
the negro’s skull. Jones sank to the earth 
with a moan, and Officers John J. Cavanaugh 
and McMahon were soon on the scene and ar- 
rested Hart. Both men were taken fo the 
City Dispensary. There it was found that 
Jones had sustained a severe fracture Of the 
skull, and the doctor stated that his recovery 
was extremely doubtful. The negro was sent 
to the City Hospital. Hart was taken to 
the Four Courts and locked up. Officer 
Cavanaugh secured a warrant for assault to 
killagainst him. Neither Hart nor Jones are 
married. The former stops at the St. Paul 
House at No. 407 North Levee and Jones Uves 
at No. 153 Franklin avenue. 


Louis Ploudre’s Hard Luck. 


Louis Ploudre has a hard luck story, and he 
rélated it this morning to Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney Estep. Ploudre came here 
last June from East St. Louts, and being hard 
pressed for money about six months ago bor- 
rowed $40 from F. W. Peters, of the German- 
American Loan Co., No. 515 Pine street, on 
his household furniture. Peters, he alleges, 
charged him $15 for making out the papers, 
so that his loan amounted to$55 all told, as Pe- 
ters made it out. Ploudrehas been paying 
interest since at the rate of $2.75 per month 
and in the six months he has had the money 
has paid $22.50 Interest for the use of $40 and 
still owes Peters $55. Ploudre says he is out 
ofemployment here at present, but has an 
offer of work at Bushburg, Mo. He went to 
Peters to get permission to take his furniture 
there, but the money-lender told him that he 
could not move it. If he went to Bushburg he 
would either have to leave the furniture 
here in the care of Peters, or sell ſt to satisfy 
the+loan. Ploudre says his household goods 
cost him $240, and he came to see Mr. Estep to 
learn whether he could not, in some manner, 
secure permission to take his furniture to 
Bushburg, where he is offered employment. 
Not Knowing how the mortgage was worded 
Mr. Estep says he could not inform him as to 
his privileges under it, and the removal of 
the furniture would probably depend upon 
the ability of Ploudre to move it without Pe- 
ters’ knowledge. wer 


Fatally Burned. 


Mrs. Fannie Feinberg of 1214 North Seventh 
received fatal injuries by burning at 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. She had filled the tank 
of a gasoline stove on which she was prepar- 
ing a meal, and it is supposed the gasoline 
spilled on her clothing. In lightinga match 
her garments took fire, and rushing out she 
fell down the stairway from the third story 
breaking her arm by the fall. Her husband 
and another man named Joseph Lowenstein 
were in the room at the time. Lowenstein 
ran into the street calling for the Fire De- 
partment. When the engines arrived the 
woman was found lying at the foot of the 
stairs her clothing all burned off, and the 
fiéshed dropped off wherever she was 
ouched. The tenement had caught fire, but 
the blaze was extinguished andthe injured 
woman sent to the City Hospital.

HEART-RENDING [SCENE AT THE CLOs- 


‘ ING OF THE TRIAL. 


The Distracted Wife and Mother Con- 
vulsé@d With Sobs and Led From the 
Court. Nom While the Attornoy 
Bogged That Ed Noland Be Saved From 
a Felon’s Cell-Tho Defalcation. 


’ 

JEFFERSON Orrr., May 9i\—Judge Burgess 
wave his instructions to the jury in the No- 
land case this morning and the attorneys 
proceeded with the urguments, though 
everyone anticipated that the week would 
close before the defense had concluded its 
testimony in opposition to the case made out 
by the State. 

The quick conclusion of the defense was the 
only thing in that side ofthe case which 
seemed to arouse any interest. At the out- 
set numerous witnesses for Noland were 
spoken of, but when the State closed there 
was very little evidence introduced on the 
other side. The general opinion, based upon 
this fact, is that the jury will not deliberate 
long on a verdict of guilty. Although the 
State did net seem to have the case well in 
hand at the outset, at the conclusion it was 
sufficiently strong to convince the spectators 
who sat through it that there could only be 
one verdict, As the case now stands, it has 
not been proved by any direct testimony that 
Noland took the money of the State and ap- 
propriated it to his own use. The prosecu- 
tion has made outa strong case, of course, 
but rather by ſudirection than by direction. 
For instance, it has been proven that 
$82,000 of the State’s funds, which ought to be 
in the treasury, are not there; it has proved 
that checks which are entered on the check 
register fora small amount on their faces 
call for a very much larger amount, one 
which is entered for $1.50 being drawn for 
$1,150, and six others which have been 
treated iu a similar manner, the amounts 
varying. It has been proved that Noland ad- 
mitted a shortage, but not that he admitted 
any criminal responsibility for it. The de- 
fense argues that though the money is miss- 
ing, it has not been proved that Noland took 
it; though the checks have been raised 
it has by nO means been proved that others 
might not have done it and though Noland 
admitted a shortage he might have made the 
same admission if the treasury had been 
robbed by someone else. 

The statute requires that a copy of the re- 
port of the committee which examined the 
Treasurer’s office shall be furnished him. In 
the copy which was served on Treasurer 
Noland by the Governor a paragraph was 
omitted, probably through a clerical error, 
but the defense will insist that the statute 
has not been complied with because the copy 
was not a full and correct copy of the report. 
Further than to take the ground that the 
State has not proved directly that Noland 
was guilty of the criminal acts, the defense 
has not sought fo prove his innocence except 
in one or two particular cases. , The 
draft for $4,192.44 in favor of Robert 
Drum was one of the cases. Mr. Drum, 
who is Treasurer of Bollinger County, 
was called and de testified that 
when he took charge of his office In Novem- 
ber, 1888, he received from W. F. Kinter, his 
predecessor, a draft for $4,193.45 drawn by J. 
M. Seibert, who had been Treasurer and at 
that time became Auditor of the State. He pre- 
sented the draft for payment at the National 
Bank of Commerce in St. Louts in September, 
1889, and was told that the bank did not have 
sufficient money tothe credit of the State by 
$832 to pay it. He sent it back to Mr. Seibert. 
witha letter ‘informing him that the bank 
did not have enough of the State’s funds to 
meetit. He received m return Mr. Nolarid’s 
Graft for the amount on the Franklin Bank. 

Mr. Kinter, Drum’s predecessor, testified 
that he had recetved the draft from Treas- 
urer Seibert and had turned it over to Drum. 
The draft, he said, was for the county school 
fund. ‘ 

It looked as if the 
explain away one of the charges 
until Auditor Seibert took the 
stand, His testimony made it appear that 
while the draft had Deen legitimately drawn, 
Noland had used funds which had been left 
in the depositories to meet outstanding 
checks. He said that when he turned the 
office over to Noland he left in the National 
Bank of Commerce and other depositories 
amounts of money equal tothe outstanding 
checks, with which they were to be met, 
In September, 1889, nearly a year later, he 
received a letter from Drum inclosing the 
draft and explaining that the funds were not 
in the bank to meet it. Mr. Seibert said 
he was very much surprised. He 
took the letter to Noland, and he, too, 
seemed surprised. Mr. Seibert suggested 
that he should go to St. Louis with $890 to pro- 
tect the draft and he would have gone, but a 
meeting prevented him from leaving here, 
and then Noland said he would give hima 
draft on the Franklin Bank for the amount 
in place of the old draft, so that Drum would 
not be Kept out of his money. That was done 
and then Mr, Seibert gave Noland his check 
as ex treasurer for the amount remaining in 
the Nationel Bank of Commerce. Mr. Seibert 
had the original draft sent to Kinter and his 
check as ex-treasurer given to Noland, and 
Attorney Noland of the defense asked him to 
leave them in court, but he said he would not 
doit. He would bring them to court when- 
ever they were wanted, but he would not 
surrender them. Attorney-General Wood 
asked Auditor Seibert if he ever had a con- 
versation with ex-Treasurer Noland with 
reference to the shortage. 
es,“ he replied, Charles Noland came 
to me and told me that Ed Noland wanted to 
see me at the Madison House. Iasked him 
what for, and he said Ed was short in his ac- 
counts. Iwenttosce Ed Noland and he told 
me he was short $25,000 or $30,000 or $35,000, he 
did not know exactly how much. 

LETTERS IN EVIDENCE. 

From Treasurer Noland’s letter-book two 
letters were read. One was addressed to 
Cashier Coppinger of the State Bank of Ran- 
sas City, inclosing a check for $3,109.32, and 
say ing, This winds up my account with the 
Bank of Commerce.’’ 

The other was to C. H. V. Lewis, cashier of 
the Union National Bank of Kansas City, in-

THE COURT’S INSTRUCTIONS. 

The court-room, wus crowded before 8 
o’clock this morning, for tt was known that 
the speeches in the Noland case were to begin 
early, and there was a great desire to hear 
them. The instructtons for both sides were: 
handed up to Judge Burgess when court 
opened, and after passing upon them heor- 
dered them read by the attorneys. The in- 
structions given in behalf of the State ex-cind 
ed the testimony of P. T. Miller, Dook-Keeper 
of the Treasury, who testified to the balance 
on deposit in the National Bank of Commerce, 
New York, being the bond and interest 
fund. Thecourt instructed that it was not 
necessary to prove by direct testimony , that 
the defendant had taken the money of the 
State, but the conclusion of gufit could be 
drawn from circumstances. The jury, if it 
believed the defendant ‘gufity, should return 
a verdict even though asettlement in full nad 
been made with the State. Pinally, if he ap- 
propriated to his owh uses the money of the 
State, the jury was authorized to presume a 
criminal intent. 

On hehalf of the defense, the Court ex- 
cluded the report of the Examining Commit- 
tee, but admitted the testimony of Messrs. 
Marshall, Parsons and Chick, who constituted 
the committee. The Court instructed that if 
the jury found that the defendant had loaned 
the money of the State to others that alone 
would not be sutücient to convict him. The 
other instructions were the usual formal ones 
ones defining embezzlement, etc. 

THE ARGUMENTS OF COUNSEL. 

When the reading was concluded Mr, 
Joseph R. Edwards of this city arose to open 
the argument for the prosecution. As he be- 
gantospeak Mrs. Noland’s eyes filled with 
tears, and for the frst time dur- 
ing the trial she lost control of her- 
self and cried. Mr. Edwards spoke for 
an hour and confined htmself to an analysis 
of the evidence. He traced each of the raised 
drafts, gave a sketch of the examination by 
the committee which disclosed the shortage 
and then recalled to the jury Noland’s ad- 
missions to various people that he was short. 
In gonclusion Mr. Edwards urged upon the 
jury that the evidence was more than suff 
cient to convict and he asked for a verdict. 

Mr. Edwards was followed by Charles No- 
lanu, a cousin of and attorney forthe de- 
fendant. He opened his speech witha pa- 
thetic and impassſoned appeal. ‘*You must 
not.judge this man,’’ he said, ‘‘as a common 
thief who comes before the ordinary jury. 
He has lived among you fifteen years. You 
know who he is; you know what sort of a man 
heis. His family were pioneers here when 
Missouri was a Territory, and this is the first 
time thatany one has everdared to smirch 
the name of one of its men. It 8 
for this reason that the Indictment fell upon 
him like a terrific blow, this charge that he 
was a thief, but its worst work was done 
then, so far as he ts concerned. What you 
may do to him now will hurt bim Iittle, but 
H you ignore his defense you will erush the 
heart and crush the life out of that poar little 
woman who sits there before you weeping.’”’ 

He then attacked Gov. Francis, charging 
that he had taken a deeper tnterest in the 
case than his position as Governor demanded. 
He said it might be the excessive zeal of a 
young Governor, or it might be the cold 
blooded Calculatign of an ambitious man who 
wants te mount to a higher place on the 
prostrafe body ofa fallen friend. He dis- 
cussed the evidence at some length and then 
gave way to Mr. W. S. Pape of the dofense: 

The closing speech for the defense was 
made by Gov. Charles P. Johnson, who occu- 
pled a greater part of the time allotted to the 
defense. He presented tn greaterdetal!, the 
same line of arguments that the whole de- 
tense has been founded on, that it has not 
been shown Noland drew any of the money 
and used ft himself. He admitted that No- 
land had loaned the money for the State as in 
the case of Fleming and said that if Noland 
had been given the credits which were his due 
the whole deficit would be accounted for 
by the loans and the due-bills in the safe. 
In closing he made a very tender appeal to 
the jury for justice tempered with mercy, 
and said: 1 don’t want Ed Noland to join 
the ranks of criminalsand (pointing toward 
the penitentiary) to go to that community of 
crime. Mrs. Noland burst into a flood of 
tears and shrieked and sobbed, and her hus- 
band took her by the hand and led her out of 
the court - room. 

Court adjourned for dinner and upon re- 
assembling Gen. Wood closed the case for the 
State and it was then given to the jury. ~~

Government to check the huport movement, 
first by charging a premium on bars and 
then refusing to allow them to go at all, 
made little ' difference in the demand or in 
the shipments, and the coin has continued to 
flow abroad tn a steady stream. 

The stock market, which is the first to feel 
any unusual Movement in financial matters, 
has been feyerish and troubled for several 
days over the drain on our home resources. 
The order for a further sum of $5,360,000 at the 
sub-treasury yesterday, making a total for 
the week of $6,760,000 taken from this institu- 
tion alone in addition to nearly $1,000,000 
estimated to have been obtained from other 
sources, and which has gone to swell the ex- 
ports of the week, caused such a commotion 
in the Stock Exchange that prices were tum- 
bled down to the extent of 1 to3 per cent all 
along the line, It was not a panic, but it was 
a crucial time in the market, and not a few 
believed a still further decline would follow, 

The banking-houses have up toa few days 
viewed the exportation of gold with in- 
difference, believing that the movement 
would soon wear itself out. But yesterday 
they began to get apprehensive and there 
were many conferences on the subject. In 
one instance several leading bankers had a 
long consultation with a number of repre- 
sentatives of foreign banking-houses promi - 
nent as gold shippers, and together they en- 
deavored to unravel the mystery. They sep- 
arated, as much puzzled as when they met, 
They agreed that the present rateof ex- 
change did not warrant the exportation now 
going on and that Europe was simply buying 
the gold as it would buy wheat or cotton or 
other merchandise, and that it was not only 
paying the actual standard value of the gold, 
but the expenses of the shipments and a pre- 
mium besides, and suffering the loss by 
abrasion in addition. 


The fact that Europe was so anxious for the 


metal was looked upon as portending a seri- 
ous condition of either financial or political 
affairs in the Old World. The demand came 
first from Germany, then from France, and 
now from England. 80 sharp has it been 
this week that $7,000,000 and more were 
exported on cable orders, an unusual method 
at any time. England is paying the largest 
premium for gold it ever paid before. The 
members of the conference were divided as 
tothe cause of the demand. Some felt cer- 
tain that it portended a European war and 
and that the foreign governments were simply 
preparing themselyes for the impending con- 
flict. They instanced the strained relations 
between several of the great powers, and the 
condition of the standing armies in France, 
Germany and Russia. They believed the 
situation was such that the slightest spark 
was all that was necessary to set the con- 
flagration going. Others, while admitting 
the war theory might be a correct one, were 
stillof opinion that the present conditions 
were simply the reflex of the troubles of 
November last when the great house of Bar- 
ing was threatened with destruction and was 
only helped out of its perilous position by the 
bank of England and other financial institu- 
tions. The banks generosity resulted in the 
locking up practically of $50,000,000 of its 
funds, and the other houses interested were 
also crippled toa greatextent. Russia, too, 
might at any moment withdraw her Dal- 
ances from the European banks, where she is 
credited with $100,000,000, Others held to the 
idea that the export is largely due to the 
enormous importations of foreign

Retail Prices of Sundry Things That Cheer 
the Inner Man. 


The fine weather this week drew out the 
largest attendance of buyers this season at 
the Union Market, Prices are not changed 
but slightly from last week. Butter is easier 
with a prospect for lower values, now that 
the grass stock is shortly to come in. 

Strawberries are becoming more abundant.

MR. JOHN B. CLEMENTS REFUSES TO DIS- 
CUSS THE DEAL. 


He Declines to Confirm the Stockholders’ 
Stories or to Name the Syndicate 
Represented by Himselfi-—A Party to 
the Trade Discusses It. 


Mr. John B. Clements, Vice-President of 
the Christy Fire Clay Co., returned to St. 
Louis from a business trip East yesterday. 
Mr. Clements is the gentleman whose name 
was given as the representative of 
the syndicate which had purchased 
the property and franchise of the 
East Carondelet & &t. Louis Bridge 
Association, and which proposes to build a 
bridge across the Mississippi River costing 
$1,000,000. The charter for such a bridge was 
granted to the association mamed by act of 
Congress in 1871, and provides tor a bridge, 
the western terminus of which is to be lo- 
cated just south of the old Chouteau mansion 
in Carondelet, and theIlHnois terminus a few 
yards north of the Meier Iron- works. The 
negotiations resulting in the surrender of 
nearly the entire capital stock of the 
East Carondelet d St. Louis Bridge 
Association, amounting to $800,000 were com- 
pleted, according to the story told by the 
stockh olders, only within the past ten days, 
and the new company was to be formed at 
once with a capital stock of $1,000,000. Mr. 
Clements was named by the stockholders in 
question, who gave all the facts of the deal 
tothe Post-DIsPatca, as the one through 
whom the trade had, deen made. It was 
stated that he had furnished ample assurance 
to them of the responsibility of the syn- 
dicate he represented, and had stated 
that they were ready to at once begin the 
construction of the proposed bridge. Mr. 
Clements had denied emphatically that Jay 
Gould had any interest whatever in the mat- 
ter, but had declined to state who did com- 
pose the syndicate. 

DECLINES TO TALK. 

This was the only point left open in the en- 
tire deal, and Mr. Clements’ return from the 
East was anxiously awaited, with the hope 
that he would then make public the names of 
the capitalists proposing to build a third 
bridge across the Mississippi at St. Louis. 
It would seem, however, that for some rea- 
son this is not to be done at the present time. 
Mr. Clements was seen by a PostT-DISPATCH 
reporter this morning and asked tor further 
information regarding the Carondelet bridge 
deal. 

1 have none to give,“ he said emphat- 
ically. ‘*‘The story that I had gone East on 
that business was a ‘fake.’ I went on an 
entirely different mission, and if you want 
informati»m about the bridge deal you will 
have to get it from the stockholders. ’’ 

They have probably told all they know 
about it, suggested the reporter, and they 
gave your name as that of the representative 
of the syndicate composing the new com- 
pany.’’ f 

Wen, I have nothing to say on the sub- 
ject,’’ persisted Mr. Clements. 

Has there been a mis-statement of facts 
regarding the deal? Would you be willing to 
say whether there was sucha deal, or that 
you were the representative of the purchas- 
ing syndicate as stated by the stockholders?’’ 

I must decline to answer that question,’’ 
was the prompt reply. In fact, I decline to 
discuss the matter at all. Lou must see the 
stockholders if you want any further infor- 
mation on the subject.’’ 

STILL A SECRET. 

Mr. Clements’ unwillingness to furnish 
further facts about the negotiation in which 
he figured as the purchasers’ agent, would 
seem to indicate that there were good 
reasons why he should not give 
publicity. to the matter. It leaves 
the personnel of the Carondelet 
bridge syndicate still a matter of conjecture, 
although there is a belief current that it will 
be found to represent certain large railway 
interests. A prominent stockholder ofthe 
old company, in discussing the matter at the 
time ofthe first publication, said to a Posr- 
DISPATCH reporter: 

There had been several options given on 
the Carondelet bridge franchise before the 
opening. of the present deal, and I was 
not at first inclined to go into 
this one. But after Mr. Olements had 
come forward as the representative of the 
syndicate seeking the option, and after I had 
a talk with him I was assured of the solidity 
of the people he represented. His own state- 
ments accounting for his interest in the 
trade, his high standing as an engineer and 
his powerful railroad connections, forbade 
any discredit being thrown on a deal oon- 
ducted by himself. I even suspected that 
Jay Gould was behind Mr. Clements, but this 
the latter denied most positively.’’
